JO H AN N ESBURG, S o u t h 
Africa — (N EA ) — Leslie 
Derber, owner of the only 
high fashion salon in the 
Southern 
Hemisphere, 
re­ 
cently invited a group of top- 
ranking A m e r i c a n and 
Parisian fashion experts to 
view his collection and show 
the world what South Africa 
could do. The group was 
flown from Paris to Johan­ 
nesburg, along with Juliette 
Greco, 
celebrated 
existen­ 
tialist singer, and Micheline 
Presle who, with Annie Fra- 
tellini, represented the cine­ 
ma world for “ F r e n c h 
Week” celebrations, during 
which the tricolor and Stars 
and Stripes fluttered gayly 
from all the high buildings. 


T h e 
collection, 
costing 
around $250,0(X), was a trend- 
setting occasion for 43-year- 
old Derber’s wealthy clients. 
It also m a r k e d the open­ 
ing of his new luxurious un­ 
derground, air-conditioned 
salon, complete with stage 
and runway and little gilt 
chairs. The one difference 
from Paris, however, is that 
a model dress here costs 
e a s i l y one-third less, al­ 
though fabrics are the best 
that I*aris can offer. 


Said Jaye Derber, who is 
her husband’s right hand; 
‘‘We cater for every occa­ 
sion in the elegant South 
African woman’s life. Un­ 
doubtedly, 
the 
inspiration 
.stems from I ’aris. But our 
way of life here is different. 


There is far more entertain­ 
ing in homes than in any 
other capital 
because 
we 
fortunately 
live 
in 
large 
houses 
which 
makes 
this 
possible and women seize 
t h i s opportunity to dress 
up.” 


The collection shown to 
mark French Week demon­ 
strated that so far as the 
Berbers were concerned, the 
mini ‘‘just isn’t high fashion 
any more.” All their models 
topped the knees and midis 
and maxis were featured in 
furs also.

furs were fabulous (there 
are, after all, more million­ 
aires’

Pants en.sembles in furs 


as supple as a kid glove 
seemed somewhat of an ano­ 
maly when you consider the 
South African climate with 
its 3,150 hours of sunshine 
yearly and almost total ab­ 
sence of winter and cold. 


Big, headframing collars, 
ostrich ponchos, floppy hats, 
wide jeweled belts, glittering 
buttons, 
medieval 
sleeves 
were far removed from the 
understated look which Eu ­ 
ropean women have culti­ 
vated.

Public Apathy Helps Prisons Fail 
PARI 3

LINCOLN, 
Neb. — (NEA) 
—It m akes old cons proud to 
m use over the success sto­ 
ries of penal reform s. Like 
in 1848, in Ireland, when the 
queen com m uted nine men 
from 
the 
death 
sentence, 
then banished them to Aus­ 
tralia. Before that nine died, 
each had become a p rom i­ 
nent, noble citizen—one the 
prim e m inister of Australia, 
one a general in the U.S. 
A rm y and one the governor 
of Montana. 
U n f o r t u n a t e l y , such re ­ 
construction 
is 
historically 
rare. 
Today, according to one 
FBI study, 55 per cent of all 
prisoners 
released 
to 
the 
s t r e e t s in 1963 were re ­ 
arrested within three years; 
57 per cent of the offenders 
released on parole w ere re ­ 
arrested within 36 months. 
Over-all, the guess is, as 
many as six of 10 prisoners 
currently serving have been 
in some prison before. 
And, in all honesty, w alk­ 
ing a r o u n d the N ebraska 
Penal and Correctional Com- 


plex, it is easy to see why. 
This place 
is clean, func­ 
tional and hum ane . . . 
But in the field of “ correc­ 
tions” it is a failure. 
So, too, 
are most 
other 
prisons in 
the land today. 
Gary Hill, hyperactive, 30- 
year-old front m an for the 
A m erican Corrections Asso­ 
ciation, sum s it thus; “ We 
are 
still 
working 
on 
the 
crim e, ra th e r than the crim i­ 
nal, in our prisons. No, w e’re 
not flogging 
anybody 
any 
more. 
And 
m ost 
convicts 
eat pretty good. But we are 
s i m p l y not rehabilitating 
m any people.” 
He says a ton there. As 
N ebraska’s prison am ply il­ 
lustrates. 
The single m ost crucial 
step in prisoner rehabilita­ 
tion, redirection, reorganiza­ 
tion (take your pick) is pro­ 
viding a work skill. Warden 
M aurice Sigler adm its that 
“ 90 per cent of the people 
coming here haven’t got a 
s a l a b l e tra d e .” Yet the 
only work available for in­ 
m ates here, largely, is hum ­ 
drum labor, such as making 
license plates, m aking soap 
or tending the grounds. And 
as one con yells it: “ The 
only place I can get a license 
plate job outta here is in an­ 
other prison.” 
There are some few ex­ 
ceptions 
t o the 
hum drum 
work. Notably farming. The 
inm ates 
till 
1.000 
nearby 
acres. Yet, by any realistic 
m easure, it’s also a waste 
of time. “ At 30 cents a day, 
I c a n ’t buy a yard of soil for 
myself,” 
says 
an 
assault 


and b a t t e r y inm ate. “ So 
w here am 1? I m ean, hell, 
with m y record, there ain’t 
a farm er in the whole coun­ 
try th a t’d trust m e as his 
hired hand .” 
But critical as the prob­ 
lem is, the inm ates are con­ 
vinced it’s not insolvable. 
“ Just bring in guys to teach 
us the good jobs—or give us 
the m oney so we can bring 
them in ourselves.” N atu­ 
rally, they blam e prison au­ 
thority for not doing either. 
Yet their blam e is m is­ 
placed. The public is really 
at fault. 
T axpayers 
are 
apathetic 
about penal progress. The 
m ajority does not w ant the 
inm ates suffering, yet nei­ 
ther does it w ant them too 
com fortable. A local h a b e r­ 
dasher, who is very fam iliar 
with the N ebraska prison, 
says it for m any folks: “ I 
think m aybe they got it too 
easy 
now. 
I 
m ean, 
those 
people are thugs, you know.” 
Thus 
do prison 
inm ates

And pull weeds. 


And gain nothing. 
There are 600 such at the 
N ebraska c o m p l e x alone.

Campus gift flow 


A question in the minds of many college and university 
administrators, especially those whose campuses have 
been visited by disruption and violence, is when, and how 
severely, the real ax is going to fall in the form of 
“ subscription cancellations" by irate alumni fed up with 
student unrest. 
The latest report by the Council for Financial Aid to 
Education, 
which 
annually 
surveys 
the 
nation’s 
institutions of higher education, gives ground for 
cautious optimism. 
The council recorded a 15 per cent increase in gift 
support to colleges and universities in 1969. This was 
despite the fact that fewer institutions reported to the 
council in 1969 than in 1968. 
This 15 per cent was a nationwide average, however. 
By state and by school, the findings were not always so 
encouraging 
In California, for example, 53 institutions reported a 
total of $116.7 million in gift support during 1969. In the 
previous year, 64 institutions reported a total of $123.7 
million. 
.No conclusions can be drawn from this because the 
number of reporting institutions was not the same for 
both years. But while contributions from foundations, 
corporations and alumni were nearly identical in both 
years, a sharp drop was reported in gifts from 
individuals who were not alumni.

gift support actually rose at San 
Francisco State College during that school's time of 
troubles. This is read as an indication of popular

Another thing that worries officials, as one of them 
was quoted by the Los Angeles Times, “ is that we don't 
know about the number of people who have taken us out 
of their wills. We may find an impact 10 years from now 
when our bequest totals drop."

Today s generation of college students will move on, 
but the schools they attend must and will remain to serve 
other generations. How shortsighted it would be for 
potential donors to attempt to punish an institution for 
the actions ot a minority of those who are only 
temporarily associated with it.

Sweating out summer 


WASHINGTON — WJth fingers 
carefully crossed officials in the 
Nixon 
administration 
responsible 
for race relations and civil rights 
are noting that half of the long, hot 
summer is over with no major 
upheaval in the cities. And it has 
been a fiercely hot summer, with 
atmospheric inversion producing on 
the eastern seaboard a nasty blanket 
of heavily polluted smog. 
A great deal can happen between 
now and mid-September, it can 
happen 
tomorrow night or next 
week as the heat presses down and 
jobless, restless young in the ghettos 
prowl the streets. But the belief is 
growing — so 
tentative as to be 
hardly spoken out 
loud 
— 
that 
the 
phase of the mass 
___ 
ghetto riots such as 
— , 
occurred in Detroit 
and Newark may be 
M 
past. 
• 
The blacks have seen what this 
mass destruction means to their 
own way of life. Burned-out and 
looted streets are still unrestored. 
The massive destruction worked 
severe hardship on ghetto dwellers. 
The 
extremists 
have 
reportedly 
found it much more difficult to 
enlist moderates in far-out action. 
Several 
steps 
taken 
by 
the 
administration 
have 
won 
praise 
from moderates like Roy Wilkins, 
head of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, 
who are resisting the apartheid 
drive of blacks wanting to create a 
black world entirely separate at 
every level. Like a bolt from the 
blue to the still segregationist south

Then for large areas of the south 
came another and equally great 
shock.

They would have 
to declare an open - admissions 
policy with both blacks and whites 
accepted on the same tuition basis. 
To many southerners this seemed 
to violate at least an implied pledge. 
Sen. 
Strom 
Thurmond of South 
Carolina, the front man of the 
Republican southern strategy, came 
roaring out of his den to denounce 
the Nixon administration and to 
predict that President Nixon would 
never be re-elected in 1972 if things 
went un like this. The President
